PREFACE TO THE NEW AND ENLARGED EDITION. 

rpHE New and Enlarged (Standard) Edition of the First Reader of the 
-*- *' Normal Music Course" is divided into four parts. 

A series of exercises and short songs, for careful study and for actual prac- 
tice, forms Part I. 

Part II. extends such exercises in gradual progression, and introduces two- 
part music ; the songs are also of greater length. 

Part III. contains exercises and songs, introducing, in timej the simplest 
divisions of the beat, and, in tunCj sharp four and flat seven. 

Part IV. consists of a group of choice devotional and patriotic songs, some 
of which have pianoforte accompaniments. 

The diagram at the beginning (page 5) of this Reader, and also on page 1 of 
the First Series of Charts, is a graphic representation of the major scale, and 
shows the relative pitch of the sounds. Daily practice should be given from 
this diagram until any succession of tones, whether in order or otherwise, can 
be given without hesitation. 

The First Series of Charts, the Modulators, and the Rhythmic Charts, will 
be found of great utility for supplementary study and drill, in connection with 
the use of the First Reader. 

Parts in. and IV. will be found to contain a choice variety of bright new 
exercises and songs. They furnish such valuable material for additional study 
and recreation as the extension of music work renders important. Appropriate 
songs are also provided for school anniversaries and festiviils ; and songs that 
correlate readily with nature work and with other branches of school study.
